@ vealed that two of the bullets struck M. Ferry. 
ne first passed around the chest, slightly 
penetrating the flesh, aud the second went 
through the fleshy part of the thigh. 

A FORMER STATEMENT CORRECTED. 

The statement that the medical examination 
revealed that the secon@ bullet went through 
the fleshy part of the thgh was incorrect. It 
struck M. Ferry on th@ right side, near the 
lowest ribs, and cau a contusion. The 
thigh was not penetrateg. M. Ferry's wounds 
are of the slightest character. 

A REVOLUTIONIST. 

The real name of his assailant is Berckein. 
He is 20 years of age. He states thut he is one 
of a band of twenty Fevolutionists. The band 
drew lots, and it fell td btm to commit the first 
crime. Berekein-deci@westhat ne swore to kill 
M. Ferry. Ater his injuries had been at- 
tended to at the bospital, M. Ferry returned 
to his home on foot.

FOR BOURSE PURPOSES. 


The Alarming War Rumors in Circulation 
—The Frontier Scare. 
Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatgh. 
LONDON, December 10.—In military circles 
here Russian movements on the Austrian 
frontier are not considered of real import- 
ance, and the alarming rumors are thought 
to be circulated for Bourse purposes. 
Some correspondents at the foreicn capitals 


seem to think their mission is to getup peri- 


odical scares. For ten years past they have 
| been foretelliing that war is imminent, but it 
In the present 
case a glance at a map of the Russian 
army positions published for the information 
of German officials, in 1880, shows that the 
fears of the imaginary positions occupied by 
the Eleventh, Twelfth and Fourteenth Army 
Corps, as given in the Cologne Gazette, 
are apparently correct. But they are only 
peace garrisons, continuously here for at least 
six years past. The same explanation applies 
to the positions of the cavalry divisions 
and the second rifle brigade. There is 
a confirmation of this in a work 
entitled The Armed Strength of Russia,’’ 
the British Intelligence De- 


the Thirteenth Cavalry 
from Moscow.

A Report That Mr. Gould Will Withdraw 
From the Pool. 


LONDON, December 10.—The papers are’pub- 
lishing stories concerning the possible cable 
war, alleging that Mr. Gould is thinking of 
pulling out of the pool to unite with the Com- 
mercial Cable. They say a great deal depends 
on whether Mr. Gould can legally withdraw. 
According to article II of the pool agreement, 
none of the parties cannot, without previous 
consent in writing of the other parties, make 
any agreement or arrangement with any other 
company or vary any agreement existing 
which may affect the interest of the other 
parties. Whether Mr. Gould will obtain the 
consent to hig withdrawal is a doubtful ques-, 
tion. But by compelling the Anglo and Direct 
Companies to pay full rates for all messages 
sent over the American land lines he will ex- 
ercise a very powerful lever in bis own direc- 
tion. The extent to which each party is bound 
by agreement will, however, be more clearly 
defined next week when the lawsuit brought 
by the Anglo-American Company against the 
French Cable Company for breaking out of the 
pool arrangement without the written consent 
of the co-signers to the agreement will be 
tried in Paris. Meanwhile the Western Union 
and Anglo-American Companies’ officials con- 
tinue to actively canvass each other’s custom- 
ers. 

Mr. Weaver, the managing director of the 
Anglo-American Company, denied that there 
was any serious quarrel among the pool com- 
panies. He did not know what effect the de- 
cision of the Western Union Company to 
charge full rates on all pool cablegzrams pass - 
ing over the Western Union land lines would 


did not know. A prominent director of the 
Direct United Cable Company admitted that 
they were practically in the hands of the West- 
ern Union so farasthe sending of the mes- 
sages over the United Land Lines were con- 
cerned. He did not see how the Western 
Union could withdraw from the pool arrange- 
ment. But the action in Paris next week would 
throw some light on that point. The pool 
companies were quite willing to raise the rate 
to one shilling per word. 


PROF. FREEMAN’S PROPOSAL ADOPTED. 
LONDON, December 10.—At a meeting at Ox- 
ford University yesterday, Prof. Freeman’s 
proposal to form a Home-Rule League was 


adopted. 
HICKS—BEACH AND CLANRICARDE. 


Sir Michael Hicks—Beach has sent to the 
Times correspondence that passed between 
him and Lord Clanricarde while he (Sir 
Michael) was Chief Secretary for Ireland. He 
explains, first, that with no other landlord did 
he go so farinthe way of pressure; second, 
that the threat he made was never executed 
because the circumstances expected did not 
arise, and third, that as a matter of fact the 
forces of the Crown were never refused. The 
Marquis of Clanricarde in a letter to Sir Michael 
expressed surprise at Agent Joyce's state- 
ment that Sir Michael had refused to grant 
police assistance to Lord Clanricarde unless 
he reduced the rents on his estates. Lord 
Clanricarde twitted the Government with 
making but a feeble attempt to govern Ire- 
land. Heasked Sir Michael whether a reduc- 
tion of 20 per cent would be sufficient, and re- 
proached him for not intimating his decision 
earlier, and so prevent the League from ob- 
taining oredit for the reduction. Sir 
Michael, in reply explained that he had 
failed to notify Clanricarde, because the latter 
had never been in Ireland. He had not, in an 
interview with Joyce, refused to assist in the 
work of eviction, but he told Joyce that unless 
Clanricarde did as the other landlords had 
dons he would postpone sending the police 
to the utmost extent the law permitted. He 
was unable to decide whetheror not a reduc- 
tion of 20 per cent. was sufficient, but he had 
heard that where tenants applied to the land 
court larger reductions were made.

RUSSIA WANTS A LOAN. 

LONDON, December 10.—The St. Petersburg 
correspondent of the Daily News asserts that 
Russia wants a loan and will be compelled to 
accept the stringent terms of the French 
bankers whose demands have hitherto pre- 
vented an arrangement being made.

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HARPER DOOMED. 


THE TRIAL OF THE FIDELITY BANK 
WRECKER CLOSED. 


Weakness of the Defense—No Argument 
Made by Either Side—Judge Jackson’s 
Strong Charge to the Jury, Instructing 
for Conviction—Drawmatic Scenes in Court 
— Harper Makes a Private Statement for 
Publication. 


CINCINNATI, O., December 10.—The dramatic 
scenes in the Harper trial this morning kept 
the crowded court-room in a hush of silence. 
Court was opened inthe usual way. Harper 
appeared, accompanied by his wife and her 
sister, and his little boy, a fine-looking fellow 
of 9 years. The testimony for the defense was 
virtually nothing. Mr. Marshant told what 
was the state of account of Swift’s Iron and 
Steel-works in 1887. It amounted to $19,000 
deposits and $19,800 withdrawn—an overdraft. 
Mr. Phillips was called to show that the 
property of these works was worth over 
$300 , 000. 

J. W. Larkin, banker, was called to show 
that Wilshire was buying wheat for others 
than Harper, but all he could say was that his 
bank had handled some paper of Timber- 
lake’s, with indorsements by Wilshire, and 
the Court ruled it all out as incompetent. 
Timberlake himself was called. He said 
Wilshire never bought for him nor he for 
Wilshire. Wilshire had simply indorsed 
some of his paper. Mr. Blackburn 
said his purpose was to show that 
Wilshire’s testimony that he had bought 
for Harper only, was nottrue. The Court re- 
minded counsel that Wilshire had testified 
that he bought a million bushels on his own 
account, and if they could show he had bought 
more than this, it might be done. The witness 
was excused. Edgar Stark, bank cashier, was 
called to tellof Timberlake’s transaction, but 
it was ruled out, and Mr. Blackburn said: 
„With that ruling of the Court, we have no 
further testimony.’’ 

A CURIOUS SCENE. 

It was now 10:30. Mr. Harper and his coun- 
sel withdrew for consultation. Deputy-Mar- 
shal Urner followed. In ten minutes Mrs. 
Harper was called out. The consultation was 
upon the question of submitting the case with- 
out argument. At 10:45 the parties all re- 
turned and Mrs. Harper was carrying her 
babe. She sat down beside her husband with 
the child on her knee, removed its white hood 
and displayed a lovely head and face, fair 
hair, bright eyes, fine complexion and 
full round checks. There was a whispered 
consultation at the table for a minute or two, 
during which, above the low hum of the 
crowd, could be heard the flutter-like tones of 
the baby’s voice as it reached to the table 
after papers. It wasthe only plea that was 
offered for its father, for when Mr. Blackburn 
arose he said that under the ruling of the 
Court as to the evidence offered, they had no 
more witnesses to offer. 

The Government called Messrs. Hinch and 
Hayes, but the questions asked them had 
been asked before, and they were ruled out. 
Mr. Burnet then saidthe Government would 
rest. 

Judge Jackson: Will you argue the cuse?’’ 

Judge Wilson, for the defense, said they 
would submit without argument if the Govern- 
ment would. 

Mr. Burnet: ‘‘We will.“ 

Judge Jackson then prepared to deliver his 
charge to the jury. 

JUDGE JACKSON'S CHARGE. 

Judge Jackson’s charge occupied an hour 
and fifty minutes in delivery. He began by 
referring to the form of the indictment, and 
then gave the usual definitions of the points 
of law necessary to be considered by the jury 
in a criminal indictment. He called 
their attention to the difference be- 
tween criminal acts by off- 
cers ofa banking association and others by 


which losses might accrue, but not be crim- 
inal, and remarked that in every count Harper 
was charged wih acriminalact. He defined 
the term abstract as used in the statute as 
meaning to take without the knowledge of 
the cers of the association and use 
it for the benefit of others and with 
intent to defraud. An intent to defraud ap- 
pl.ed to every act which is illegal and tends to 
injury. After defining what was meant by 
proot beyond reasonable doubt, he said the 
responsibility of bank ofticers was not for 
losses on honest legal loans in good faith for 
the benefit of the association, but for illegal 
acts for the benefit of others than the bank. 

He then passed to a review of the facts 
proven, saying the Court could assume those 
things proven which had been presented in 
evidence by both sides.

Special Hearing on the Haeussler Objections 
To-Day—What Would Be the Proper Sal- 
ary for the Work Done—Bank Cashiers 
Examined—What the Atterney Ought to 
Get—George W. Taussig’s Opinion of the 
Provident Wind-Up — Ne Great Ability 
Shown by the Receiver—The Clerk Could 
Have Done It All—The Plaintiff's Testi. 
mony. 


The special hearing regarding the account of 
the receipts and disbursements and the com- 
pensation of the receiver and attorney of the 
Provident Bank was held before Judge Labke 
to-day. Mr. Herman A. Haeussler some days 
ago presented a bill of objections in which he 
took formal objection to a number of 
items in Receiver Thompson’s account, 
and also to the 5 per cent com- 
pensation. The hearing to-day was 
on these objections of Mr. Haeussler pursuant 
to an order of the court to show cause why 5 
per cent should not be alluwed. The latter 
was assisted by Col. J. O. Broadhead. Re- 
ceiver Thompson and E. B. Adams, his coun- 
sel, were present. 

Before the taking of testimony Mr. Haeussler 
presented an amended bill of objections as fol- 
lows: ‘ 

THE OBJECTIONS. 

Now at this day comes Herman A. 
Haeussler, and in pursuance of an order 
made by this court on the 2th of November in 
relation to the receiver in this case and his 
attorneys, by leave of the court, presents this 
his amended objection to the aliow- 
ance out of the funds in his 
hands of a commission equal to that allow 
ance by the statute of this State fixing: com- 
missions of executors and administrators and 
State to the court that he is the owner of sixty 
shares of the capital stock in the defendunt 
bank and also that he is the owner of allowed 
demands against the said bank 
of over $1,000, and in behalf of bimself and all 
other stockholders and creditors who may 
— herein for specific objections to such al- 

owance, he respectfully presents the follow- 
ing objections to-wit: 

K The plaintiff in this case has no lawful 
right or authority to institute this suit, nor 
had this court any authority to appointare- 
ceiver therein, wherefore the powers of said 
bank are not chargeable with the salary, ex- 
penses or commissions of said receiver. 

2. The fees to attorneys foriservices should be 
allowed separately, as other expenses of tne 
trust, and the stockholders and creditors are 
entitled to know what the attorneys claim, 
and the amount and nature of their services, 
as in other cases. : 

8. The receiver should be allowed only a rea- 
sonable fee for his services, that Is, such as 
would be reasonable for the service required 
and rendered by a peraon of ordinary ability, 
and competent for such duties and services, 
depending upon all the circumstances of the 
case to be ascertained by evidence. 

4. That said receiver has in his accounts 
charged for the services of employes who, in 
fact, did all the work that was done in the 
winding up of said estate, aside from what 
attorneys did. 

5. That said receiver has, in fact, collected 
the greater part of said assets without any 
cost or labor through the bank of which be is 
the President and salaried officer to the 

reat benefit of said bank, has had the use of 
arge sums of said estate without paying any 
interest whatever for the use thereof. 

6. That the fees as asked and proposed to be 
allowed, are exorbitant, not warranted by 
laws of this State, unreasonable and unjust 
under the facts in this case. 

7. That the whole proceeding of instituting 
this action was unwarranted by law, and was 


done against the interest of the stockholders | 


and without the knowledge or consent ofa 
large number thereof, with the consent of the 
receiver, who was at time of instituting the 
action a stockholder in said bank and had 
been a director in its predecessor. 

And petitioner asks that said matter be set 
down for trial like any other question, so that 
testimony can be taken and the matters of 
evidence properly beard and preserved, and 
that on a full hearing either no allowance be 
made toreceiver or that it be on a basis of 
what a man of ordinary intelligence would 
have been entitled to recover for what the 
receiver actually did, and for such other order 
as may seem just and proper. n 

ATKINS EXAMINED. 

Testimony taking was then commenced, 
and was directed toward showing the work 
done at the bank by Receiver Thompson. The 

vestions were repared by Mr. Haeuss- 
er. James Atkins, who was re- 
celyer’s clerk, was put on the stand 
and testified tothe amount of money which 
had passed through the Receiver's hands, 
and also as tothe clerks emploved to assist 
the receiver.

WHAT WILL IT DO IF THE WATER GAS 
COMPANY IS DISSOLVED? 


Owners of Trust Certificates Puzzled Over 
the Situation and Over the Possibilities 
of @ Decision by the Courts Adverse to 
the St. Lenis Gas, Fuel & Power Com- 
pany—Gee. W. Taussig Says the Certifi- 
cates Will Not Be Affected—The Suit 
Against the Cotton Oil Trust—Is a Trust 
a Parteership? 


What the reeult to the stockholders will be 
in case the charter of the Water Gas Company 
is revoked is the question which ig bothering 
the owners of that stock and the holders of 
certificates of the Gas Trust now. 

It is easy enough to forma trust.“ said a 
well-known broker to-day, ‘‘but it is mighty 
hard to resolve it into its original elements. 
Part of the capital stock of each of these 
three companies is in the trust. Now 
if the trust is dissolved, what be- 
comes of the stock which was put 
into it? It is allmixedin together. The St. 
Louis stock and the Carondelet stock and the 
Water-Gas stock have completely lost their 
identity. They are all one property now. 
The trust certificates have changed hands and 
many of the men who put their money into 
the trust are interested in it no longer. If the 
trust should be dissolved, what would be- 
come of the holders of trust certificates? If 
the Water-Gas Company was placed in the 
hands of a Receiver, what would the trust 
do? Several gentlemen more or less inter- 
ested in the trust and in the Laclede Company 
were discussing the matter with me yesterday 
and they could come to no conclusion,’’ 

It was suggested that as the stock now stood 
in the names of the trustess, in the case of a 
receivership returns would be made to them.

If the Water-Gas Company 
should go outof business altogether, all that 
would be left to do would be for the St. Louis 
Gaslight Company, under its charter, to take 
the Water-Gas plant and go on withthe busi- 
ness. The city certainly would not want the 
Water-Gas Company to dig up the streets and 
take up its pipe. The pipe is there and the St. 
Louis Gaslight Company could use it to supply 
the customers of the Water-Gas Company. 
The trust certificates issued in exchange for 
stock of the Water-Gas Company would have 
the same standing that they have now. They 
have passed into the hands of other people. 
They no longer represent the stock of the 
Water-gas Company. The division of the 
profits of the companies would be made 
among the holders of these certificates with 
the rest. Ifa corporation issues stock to me 
in payment for a piece of ground and the 
piece of ground proves to be of no value, the 
corporation cannot cancel the stock unless it 
isin my hands. If I, the original owner, re- 
tain it, then the question of consideration 
might come in; but if it has passed into the 
hands of innocentpurchasers the corporation 
cannot repudiate it. 

Speaking of the standing of the trust andthe 
K of the diff«rent companies in it, 
Mr. Taussig tsaid: ‘‘Because you and I own 
stock in the Consolidated Coal Company and 
inthe Missouri Pacific Railroad Company, it 
does not follow that the coal company and the 
railroad company are one. They are inde- 
pendent corporations, and so are the three 
gas companies. 

JAMES CAMPBELL, 

speaking of thegsuit brought against the Amer 

ican Cotton Mil Trust in Louisiana, said: 
is not parallel with the gas case. 
The Catton Oil Trust undertakes to run 
the business. of the different oil compa- 
nies. It directs them to start up or shut 
down and absolutely controls the production 
ofoil. The Cotton Oil Trust has gone into the 
oil business; the gas companies have not. 

No copy of the Cotton Oil Trust agreement 
is known to exist in this city, but financial

absolutely. 

Speaking of the probable effect of the attack 
on the Gas Trust, a well-known broker said 
this morning: Thie will drive the trust to 
make terms with.the Laclede. The Laclede 
holds the key to the situation. With the La- 
clede in the trust it would be invincible.’’

WHAT IS. A TRUST? 


That case 


It Must Be Either a Corporation or a Part- 
nership—A Legal Opinion. 


The exact status of a trust in law has 


never been determined. No decision on the 
subject has ever been rendered. Two suits 
which are likely to determine its character are 
now pending. One of these is the suit entered 
two days ago by the City of St. Lou!s against 
the St. Louis Gas, Fuel and Power Company. 
The following opinion, which appeared in the 


Central Law Journal of recent date, is of inter- 
est in this connection: 
A LEGAL OPINION. 

Much interest is felt in professional circles 
econcerniny the precise legal status of certain 
organizations styled ‘‘trust companies,’’ and 
much more among business men as to their 
actual operations. The subject has been re- 
cently discussed inthe columns of a contem- 
porary by alearned and well-known author, 
Mr. Stimson, who has evidently given much 
thought to the subject. 

Viewing the matter, as we should, — trom 
a professional stand point, it strikes us that the 
organization of these companies is an attempt 
to evade alike the laws relating to partnership 
and corporations, the personal liability of 
partners and the very inconvenient doctrine 
of ultra vires, which circumscribes the active 
operations of corporations. The object for 
which the ingenuity of lawyers has been ex 
erted seems to be to create a third class of 
artificial persons which shall be exempt from 
the limitations which encompass the others. 

THEIR LEGAL CHARACTER. 

As to the legal character of these companies, 
so far as we are informed as to their orwaniza- 
tion, we Can see no reason why they are not 
partnerships, 2 and simple. It is ot the 
very essence of a partnership at common law 
that he who shares the profits must needs 
share the losses, and isapartner. To avoid 
the necessity of sharing the losses, statutes 
authorizing limited .partnerships have been 
enacted, and private corporations by thou- 
sands authorized. Nov, these companies act 
under no limited artnership statute, nor 
claim to be charterd by any general or special 
corporation law. They seem to act in the 
spirit of the profane old distich: 

And if we cannot alter things. 
By — we'll change their names. 
MERELY A CHANGE OF NAMES. 

They call their companies ‘*trusts,’’ their 
directors ‘‘trustees,’ their stockholders 
‘tholders of trust certificates,’’ or in law 
lingo ‘‘cestui que trustent, and thus they 
hope to form partnerships without the per- 
sonal cog of partners for debts, or cor- 
porations without the disagreeable incidents 
of visitation and investigation, and the appli- 
cation of the writ in the nature of quo war- 
ranto and of the doctrine of ultra vires 

So far asthe partnership branch of this in- 

uiry ts concerned, it can hardly be brought to 
a test until some one of these ‘‘truste’' shall 
come to grief financially, until its trustees 
shall demonstrate by flight to Canada that 
they have been overmuch trusted, and hungry 
creditore rage around the land seekiny some- 
body whom they can hold responsible for their 
losses. Then, unless we are greatly mistaken, 
the holders of trust certificates will discover 
that they have been

AS SHE IS. 
A PICTURE OF CALIFORNIA‘DRAWN BY ONE 
WHO KNOWS HER. 


Lewis C. Parrott Says the State is a Bad One 
te Go te—The Effect of Bydraulic Mining 
te Ruin Farming Lands and Clog Streams 
—4 Candid Discussion of the Chinese 
Question—The Employers’ Side of the 
Case—Failures in Fruit Raising and 
Handling—Disastrous Years—A Discour- 
aging Outleok, 


Lewis O. Parrott, who many years ago Was & 
Asident of St. Louis, but who has long been a 
citizen of California, where he has large grain 
and fruit interests, passed through the city 
to-day on his way to the East and stopped 
at the Lindell. ‘‘I have not been in St. 
Louis for upwards of twenty years,’’ 
remarked Mr. Parrott to a Post-DISPATCH re- 
porter, and scarcely know the rity, so many 
changes have taken place. But I recognise 
a few old landmarks. The city presents an 
appearance of solid growth and enduring 
prosperity that is very pleasant to one accus- 
tomed to the mushroom character of the cities 
and towns of the Pacific Slope. 

The newspaper representative expressed his 
surprise at having a denizen of California 
praise any section of the country as 
exhibiting greater indications of prosper ty 
than his own State, and stated that it was the 
general impression that California offered the 
best opportunities for the acquisition of wealth 
of any State in the Union. 

‘“‘I know that is the general impression,’’ 
replied Mr. Parrott, ‘‘but nothing could be 
further from the truth, Years ago California 
was most prosperous, but now it is very 
much the reverse. For several years the 
indurstries of the State have been on the 
down grade, but they were never at so low an 
ebb as atthe present time. Before the devel- 
opment of the wheat fields of Kansas, Min- 


nesota and Dakota, the valley of the San 
Joaguin and other districts had almost @ 
monopoly of the English markets, and larze 
fortunes were made by the wheat-growers. 
But now the conditions are altered, wheat has 
fallen in price, and the profit from itis little 
or nothing. Besides this, the deposit of ailt 
ross the hydraulic mines in the mountains 


“RUINED THOUSANDS OF ACRES 
of the finest land in the State, and has most se- 
riousty interfered with transportation on the 
Sacramento River, which has been rendered 
almost unnavigable above Sacramento. Hy- 
draulic mining has been about put down, but 
a great dea: of irreparable damage has been 
done, and then the stoppage of the mines has 
deprived the State of a great revenue. Thus 
one of the two great industries of California 
has been rendered nearly worthless. 

In the other leading industries, contin- 
ued Mr. Parrott, ‘‘that of fruit-raising, the 
condition of affairs is even worse. Our oranges 
at one time were considered the best in the 
market, and commanded very high prices. 
But since the orange groves of F ida, 
and especially of uisiana, have 
sent out so many million boxes an 
nually, the Callifornia fruit has fallen 


1 in price, and there is little profit in it. 


he grapes, pears and peaches are also worth 
much lessthan they were, and several crops 
have failed, notably the cropof this year, 
which scarcely amounted to anything. hen 
the railroadsjiave fastened a death-grip on the 
throate of the farmers and fruit-rowers and 
take nearly allthey make, leaving themina 
most poverty-stricken condition. Then the 
ever-prevent Chinese question is givinu more 
trouble than ever, and altogether the outlook 
is 8 gloomy.’’ 

25 at shape has the Chinese question as- 
sumed, Mr. Parrott?’’ 

‘*There has been a very general change in 
the way that the Chinése are regarded. Three 
years ago nearly everyone was in favor of 
driving them out, but now people begin to see 
that to do this will resultin the ruin, tempo- 
rary at least, of California. It is a popular 
fallacy that Chinese labor is cheap. he fact 
is that a Chinaman charges nearly 
as much for a day's work as 
anyone else. The reason that so much 
cfthe labor is done by Chinamen is that in 
certain fivids they ure far more efficient than 
any others. This is especially true as regards 
handling fruit. I have tried both Chinanen 
and whites, paying both the same waged, but 
I was obliged togive up the latter after one 
year’s experience. Nearly avers Chinaman I 
employed handled the fruit inthe most dell 
cate and careful manner, and scarcely a box 
was injured by bad packing, while fully 40 per 
cent of the boxes packed by others were spoiled 
by containing bruixed and decayed fruit. 
This was so universally the case that no fruit- 
growers could be induced to employ any but 


CHINESE HELP. 

This led to great dissatisfaction among the 
workingmen, and a number of attacks were 
made upon the Chinese in the country and 
smaller towns. Being a timid people, they 
very generally abandoned the country, and 
the consequence was the partial failure of last 
year’s crop and the total fuilure of 
that of this year. The California Board 
of Agriculture at its ——— held 
a few days ago issued a circular stat . that 
the failure of the crop was due to lack of labor 
to huadile it, and inviting Eastern workmen 
to come to Oalifornia, where wages were 
higher than anywhere else in the country. 
But this will not do any good, even if laborers 
come to supply the places of the Chinese. The 
fruit and grain men have hard work fo make a 
living now, and if they are obliged to pay a 
higher price for poorer work, it will not result 
in giving those out of e good 
wages, but will compe the farm- 
ers to go out of the business, thus 
throwing on the labor market those now at 
work. A curious commentary on the state of 
affairs in California is the fact that, while the 
fruit was rotting on the treea for want of men 
to pick it, there were probably more idle 
workmen in San Francisco than in any city of 
simular size in the Union. owever 
loomy the outlook in California at 
arge may be, the prospects of San Francisco 
are infinitely worse. The city is out of all 
proportion tothe requirements of the State 
and must go down. California by the last 
densus had less than a million of in- 
habitants, and one-third of these lived 
within ten miles of thecenter of Sun Fran- 
cisco, In the days when there was 
but one transcontinental line, and the

CURIOUS CASEIN LAW. 


Forgery Which Is Not Punishable Under the 
Statute. 
From the Pittsburg Commercial Gazette. 
The Pension Department unearthed a case a 
few days ugo that is very peculiar, but, while 
being a clear ease of forgery, is not punishable 


underlaw. At Blairsville, Penn., lives a Jus- 
tice of the Peace whois an ex-soldier of the 
late civil war and is on the books as a pep- 
sioner. The pension laws require that a pen- 
sioner shall appear before a Notary Public and 


make affidavit that he is entitied to the pen- 
sion every time he send in his voucher for it. 
The pensioner spoken of, instead of going to 
the other Justice of the town and beingswuorn, 
swore himseifand then signed the other 
man’s name to the affidavit. He is an expert 
penman, and so closely imitated the other 
signature thatthe man whose name was 
forged could not swear that it was not his, and 
the only way he knew that he did not write it 
was on account of his not having executed a 
voucher for the pensioner for over six years. 

This is how the matter was brought to light. 
Peopie got to wondering who it wus that exe- 
cuted the pensioner’s affidavit, when the 
other Justice said that it was not he and there 
was nobody else there to do it. When the 
Pension Department heard of it they investi- 
gated the matter and asked the pensioner why 
he did so, as he was liable to imprisonment. 
The man replied that he did it to save the ex- 
pense ofthe usual fee allowed in such cases, 
which is 2% cents. He was asked why he

they would not pay the pension. While 
it is apparent that a man cannot adminis- 
ter an oath to himself, and the signing of an- 
other man’s name to an affidavit is forgery, 
there is no statute law that can punish the 
man. The law says to commit forge one 
must do it with the intention to defraud, and 
in this case he was clearly entitled to a pen- 
sion, and did not try to defraud the Govern- 
ment out of anything. 

Nobody but the man whose name he forged 
can enter proceedings aguinst him, and that 
gentieman laughed the thing away. The Gov- 
ernor could take away his commission as Jus- 
tice of the Peace, but unless brought to his 
attention by the other magistrate it is not at 
all likely thatthe office will be taken away 
from him. He had been swearing himseif 
and signing the other man’s name for nearly 
ten years. An amusing feature about the 
thing is that the other Justice would not have 
charged him anytning for making the afl - 
davit, and would have done it as a protes- 
sional courtesy.

A Literary Belisarius, 

Paris Letter to the London World. 

The venerable poet, Jules Lacroix, died last 
week at the age of 78. He was a brother of 


Paul Lacroix, Bibliophile Jacob, and brother- 
in-law of Balzuc, his wife being a Countess 
Rzewuska and sister of Mme. Hauska, who be- 
came Mme. de Balzac. After writing sixty 
volumes of trucalent romantic novels, Jules 
Lacroix translated into verse the Gadipus 
Rex,’’ ‘‘Macbeth,’’ and ‘‘King Lear,’’ and 
wrote two plays, ‘‘Le Testament de Cesar’’ 
and ‘‘Valeria,’’ in which latter piece 
Rachel obtained great success. He 
also translated Horace, Juvenal, and 
Persins. The ‘‘Macbeth,’’ ‘‘Lear’’ and ‘‘(di- 
pus“ are splendid translations, and would 
have certainly won for their author a seat in 
the Academy had not his modesty and bis 
blindness prevented him from posing and pur- 
suing his candidature. In 1884, lremomber, 
after a brilliant revival of oneof his Shak- 
spearean pieces, there was much talk about 
the rights of Jules Lacroix to ‘‘immortality,’’ 
and the press suggested that for once the 
Academy might waive the question of form 
and elect the poet without obliging him to play 
the role of a literary Belisarius. But the 
Academy remained firm, and thereby once 
more intimated that, in order to enter, candi- 
dates must knock at the door, solicit with 
perseverance, pay visits, and intrigue in the 
necessary salons. Verily, Paris isthe paradise 
of intrigue.

PROHIBITION IN MISSOURI. 
The Supreme Court decision affirming 
the power of a State to enact auch prohib- 


itory laws as prevail in Kansas is merely 
a decision that no rights, privileges or 
‘immunities guaranteed to the citizens by 


the Federal Constitution are abridged or 
denied by such State legislation. 

There seems to be a disposition both in 
Prohibition and anti-Prohibition quarters 
to accept this decision as an exaltation or 
expansion of State rights at the expense 
of the rights and liberties of the citizen. 
But it is only a simple, reassertion of the 
old established Constitutional doctrine 
that the full plenary powers of Govern- 
ment are reserved to the people of each 
State, excepting only such powers as are 
expressly or by necessary implication del- 
egated to the Federal Government or ex- 
pressly prohibited to the State Govern- 
ment by the Federal Constitution. 

It means only that the citizen must look 
to his State for protection to his enjoy- 
ment of his rights of property and person, 
and for the definition of his cherished 
civil and personal liberties, and that a 
State Government in the exercise of the 
vast body of powers of local self-govern- 
ment may be as illiberaland tyrannical 
as the majority of its voters choose to 
make it. It means that the people must 
look to their State Constitution, not to 
the Federal Constitution, for protection 
against the tyranny of the majority, for 
safeguards against abuses of the almost 
boundless powers of local self-govern- 
ment reserved to the people of a State. 

If the people of Kansas adopt a State 
Constitution which not only empowers 
but commands the Legislature and Exeou- 
tive of the State to destroy the use and 
value of vineyards, orchards, breweries, 
distilleries or field crops, by forbidding 
the citizen to brew beer or make wine or 
cider even for his own use, the Supreme 
Court merely says there is nothing in the 
Federal Constitution to hinder them from 
such an abuse of their local autonomy. 
That Constitution is the palladium of 
local autonomy and National union; it 
leaves the social, civil and political rights 
of the citizen almost entirely at the mercy 
of the State majority. 

So all this decision does is to present the 
Prohibition issue in its nakedness to the 
people of the several States. Here in 
Missouri we havea Constitution with an 
elaborate Bill of Rights of thirty-two sec- 
tions, one of which asserts the right of 
the people to alter or abolish their Consti- 
tution whenever they deem it necessary; 
another of which affirms the ‘‘natural 
right of all persons to life, hberty and 
the enjoyment of the gains of their own 
industry,“ and still another of which 
prohibits either the taking or the ‘‘dam- 
aging“ of private property for a public 
purpose without compensation. The 
naked question now presented to our peo- 
ple is whether they will exchange this 
Constitution for that of Kansas, and thus 
not only deprive the citizen of the right 
to make himself a glass of wine or cider 
out of his own fruit, but at one blow de- 
stroy all the great industrial and property 
interests that exist but upon the same 
basis as those simple rights. 

This is the issue which should have been 
met and disposed of in this State years 
ago, but which our cowardly politicians 
have tried in vain to evade by conjuring 
up side issues and trifling litigations. The 
interest of a liberal and wise adjustment 
of the great liquor question has suffered 
far less from the logic of the Prohibition- 
ists, than from the cowardice and trad- 
ing propensities of the Democratic lead- 
ers in this State.

BLAINE’S BID. 


HOW REPUBLICANS REGARD HIS ATTACK 
ON THE PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE, 


The Views of Some Prominent Senators— 
The Position of the Republican Party in 
the Coming Campaign—Blaine Certainly 
a Candidate for Renomination.

WASHINGTON, D. C., December 10.—The bold 
promptness of Mr. Blaine’s cabled interview 
from Paris is universally accepted here as his 
acknowledgement of an intention to accept the 
renomination, which is certainly at his com- 
mand. The issue, therefore, seems already 
joined between Mr. Cleveland and Mr. Blaine, 
The views as to thelr chances in this second 
contest is, of course, entirely partisan. What 
the Republican leaders say at this juncture will 
be of interest: 

SENATOR CHANDLER. 

Senator W. E. Chandler was at his home 
yesterday afternoon. Senator Chandler was 
in excellent spirits, and said he felt very 
much pleased that President Oleveland 
should have taken a stand which the 
ex-Secretary of the Navy believes will 
be the destruction of the Democratic party. 
To the Post- DISPATCH correspondent he said; 
I believe Mr. Cleveland's message has given 
to the Republicans the victory in 1888. Ihave 
had some doubts, but I feel perfectly sure 
now. This country will never vote for free 
trade. 

Have you read the interview with Mr.

„By no means. His reply to President 
Cleveland has no significance whatever fur- 
ther than what I’ve said. Mr. Blaine can be 
the Republican nominee if he wishes.

IVES AND THEIR WORK. 


A Flat“ Complaint ef ‘‘Fiy’? Aggrandize- 
ment—How the Burglar Herman, Alias 
Sprague, Alias Graham, Was Captured— 
Derectives Whe Did Not Detect—A Card 
Frem the Complainant. 


The arrest of James Herman, alias Sprague, 
alias Graham, and his wife for burglary on 
Wednesday morning has created some degree 
of feeling in the Police Department. The 
Hats, asthe patrolmen are called, claim 
the. flys, or detectives, are hogging the 
credit of the capture, which should be given to 
Patrolman Hannon, The . morning of 
the arrest Detectives Freese and 
Ziegler told the reporters how the 
‘*gneaks’’ were captured, from which narra- 
tive it appeared that Freese arrested Sprague 
some months ago for au attempted burglary, 
but falled to convict him, and subsequently 
Freese pointed out Sprague to Ziegler on 
the street, suggesting he was a good man to 
watch. Further, it appeared that when Pa- 
trdiman Hannon found Sprague and his wife 
in the rear of 920 Autumn street he called 
Ziegler, who, when he appeared, recognized 
Sprague; and further, it appeared that Ziegler 
knew where Sprague lived and conducted the 
policeman to the place where the stolen goods 
were found. Further it appears that these 
facts are denied by Hannon, who claims that 
the detectives did not know Sprague; that 
Freese had no connection with the case; that 
Ziegler did not come out of his house until 
Sprague was in the patrol wagon; that Zieg- 
ler did not recognize Sprague, but learned 
who he was from the policemen on the pa- 
trol wagon, and that Patrolman Chase—not 
Detective Ziegler—located the Sprague 
house. In making these assertions Hannon 
emphasizes the accidental connection of the 


detectives with the case, and places those of- 
ficers in a riduculous position. The réckless- 
ness of Sprague in attempting to rob a detect- 
ive’s house, which in the first I ght seemed 
foolhardy, loses much of its daredeviltry in 
the light of Hannon's statements. The“ flats“ 
have long complained of the encroachments 
of detectives on their field, and the con- 
sequent loss of all credit in an arrest made 

y a patrolman. They also charge 
some of the Sergeants with insisting that 
the men report them as engaged in arrests 
when they were miles from the scene of an 
affray. Some patrolmen put in the Sergeanta’ 
names to curry favor, and some Sergeants in. 
sist on having their favor curried. The ‘‘flat’’ 
side of the Sprague matter is presented by Pa- 
trolman Hannon as foliows:

EARLY BUKNING OF BODIES. 


Whatthe Crematory at Washington, Pa., 
Has Done in Eleven Years. 


Special Correspondence of the Posr-Disraren. 

WASHINGTON, Pa., December 7.—Just eleven 
years ago to-day the first body ever cremated 

in this country was re- 

duced to ashes at the 

new crematory ifhmedi- 

ately outside this town. 

Dr. Francis Le Moyne, 

a French resident, built 

at his own expense a 

private furnace—the 

first ever erected in an 

ba English-speaking coyn- 
dei try. It looks down on 

Furnace and Retort, the Village from what 
was tormerly known as Gallows Hill, so called 
because of ah execution it had seen away buck 
in 1822, when 10,000 people stood about to wit- 
ness the dying struggles ofa parricide. After 
the furnace was built bis name was changed to 
Crematory Hill. 5 

Joseph Henry Lewis, Baron de Palm, “was 
the first person whose body was incinerated. 
He died in New York City and left explicit 
directions touching the disposal of his body. 
The news of this first cremation was flashed 
over the country and hundreds of people came 
from miles away to be present, Thig new 
method of disposing of the dead interested 
people far away more than it did the sturdy 
Scotch-Irish residents of Washington County. 
They viewed the crematory and its work with 
stolid indifference, and in all these years only 
two local cremations were made. 

Mrs. Jane Pittman of Cincinnati was the sec- 
ond person whose remains were reduced to 
ashes. This was in February of the next year. 
The fires were not lighted again for more than 
three years, until Dr. Le Moyne himself died. 
His remains were incinerated October 16, 1879, 
andthe ashes buried near by witha simple 
stone to mark the spot. 


The Crematory. 

From the time of Dr. Le Moyne's death until 
the fall of 1884, when the crematory was closed 
te all save residents of Washington County, 
thirty-five bodies were reduced to ashes, They 
were;

LIVAN MEET AND SHAKE HANDS. 


John L. Asks the Prince Whether He Puta 
Up His Dukes Much Nowadays’’ and 
Says That Albert Edward Is a Nice 
Fellow and a Good Man to Introduce to 
Your Family’’—An Event in the History 
of the Prize Ring—‘‘Snapper’” Garrison’s 
Figures—The Cincinnati Meeting—Sport- 
ing News and Notes. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

Lonpon, December 10.—The last forty-eight 
hours will be long remembered in the annals 
ofthe prize ring. By royal request J. L. Sul - 
livan, the well-known slugger, was intro- 
duced to the Prince of Wales. The Prince had 
intimated for some time past his desire to be- 
come acquainted with the man who had done 
80 much pugilistic pastelling, and as John L. 
was ‘‘willin’’* an interview was arranged. 
The memorable meeting took place yesterday 
afternoon. The Prince and the pugilist have 
become well acquainted and the entente cor- 
accentuated. Another rivet 
has been driven into the chain 
which binds the two countries to- 
gether with common ancestry and language 
with mutual Shakspeare and Baconian plays 
and only afew miserable fish to fight about. 
The Prince was warm and hearty in his greet- 
ing and Sullivan promised to do the proper 
thing by him whenever His Highness should 
visit Boston.

THE INVITATION. 

Thursday Sullivan, Phillips and Ashton were 
entertained at a dinner given by Founder 
Wells in their honor at the Pelican Club. After 
supper Ashton and the big man had their 
bout, and were putting on their‘‘night caps,’’ 
which they take internally, and getting ready 
to go home, when a gentleman faultlessly ar- 
rayed in a cape coat, glittering patent leathers 
and a crush hat appeared on the scene.
